WORLD'S FAIR RELICS. 

WaahliiKton StatK'g liulliliii;; to bo i'ut Up in 
rurls Exactly aa It Stoud at Clilcii|;o, 

Chicago, Feb. 20,— A schooner heavily 
loaded with tbe huge logs and tree trunks 
out of which the Wsabington State build- 
ing at the World's Fair was conacruoted, 
will sail out of tho liarhjr of Ghiogo somo 
time during the month of May. Tho des- 
tination of the sohooner will be Cherbourg, 
France, and thus tho Fcenoh republic will 
oome into permanent ownership of one of 
the most interesting fdatures of tho greatest 
international exposition ever held. 

Tho Washington State building was one 
of tho most intereatisg of tbe State build- 
ings at the fair. The timber used in its 
conatruotion was brought to Chioago with 
the bark on. Tlio Xoga wore so long that 
throo Hat cars were coupled toguther in 
order to aoouro loadint^' capacity of euliioient 
length. Many of tliu linibcrE in tlio build- 
ing aro tliree foot ecjuaro and l-iO feet long. 
It ia tho intention ol those who purchased 
the building to Eut it up in Franco exactly na 
it atood on tho World'a Fairgrounda. 

Cuplain .John I'lindvillo wished to S'. euro 
the charter for tho c:irriuge of tho building. 
" I have no doubt, thuL the charter can bo 
occured," ho uaid to day. " Tlio only limi- 
tation aa to tho venaol ia that it niuat l)u 
small enough to go through tho oanala in 
tho lower iSt. L-iwrenoa river. The load 
will make a, safu rixk, and thoro should be 
no dlffioulty, I think, lu soourinn a load for 
tho round trip. Wo can send it over for 
them during tho mouth of May all right." 
If all these logs wore reduced to boards 
twelve inehes wide and one inch' thick there 
woald be^O,000 feat of lumbar.

FincliDgfs of tbe US. Seuato Com- 
j mittee on Fureigra 
Relations. 



A Majority Report and That of the 
Minority— Also a Snpplemen- 
j tary Statement. 



Wasujngton, Feb. 20,— A volumo of 
nearly 8Q0 printed pages was laid before tho 
Senate this morning, ropressttting the testi- 
mony tajcou by the Senate committee on 
foreign .relationa regarding the recent 
Hawaiian revolution. The majority report 
exhaustively roviowa the facta, the laws and 
tho prooedents justifying it, and finds 
nothing irregular in the appointment of 
Blount, but in effect says that the evidence 
(;)keu by the committee leads to different 
oonclusions than those which he formed. 

Tho comuiitteo conclude that the Presi- 
dent of the United States has not been a 
party to any irregularity or any impro- 
priety of conduct in his high ofEco. Tho 
oommitt*o find nothing worthy of criticiam 
in tho negotiation of tho treaty of annexa- 
tion with tho Ptoviaionai Government of 
^f^wali. In the opinion of tho committee, 
tha only substantial irregularity that ex 
isted in tho conduct of any oflicor of tho 
United Statoa, was that of Stevens in do- 
clarinf; a protectorate of tbe United States 
over Hawaii, and in placing the flag of our 
country upon the Government baftding in 
HonolulUi" 

The report is concurred in by the Bepnb- 
lioan members of the committee who char- 
acterizo it as an exceedingly able doqument, 
but dissent on five points: 

(1 ) They condemn the appointment of 
Commissioner Blount as unconstitutional. 

(2.) They say executive orders placing the 
navy in tho harbor of Honolulu under the 
orders of Mr. Blount or Mr. Willis were 
without authority of law. 

3. That tho order of Blount to Admiral 
Skerrott to lower the flig was unlawful and 
susceptible of being construed as unfriendly 
to tho Pcoviaional Government, and they 
regard tho intercourse of Mr. Blount and 
Mr, Willis with the deposed Queen as 
violative of international law, and unwar- 
ranted. 

4, They consider the President had no 
right to re-open tho pre-detcrmined legality 
of tho Proviaional Government. 

They rpgard any diBCuasion ef the per- 
sonal intentiona or good f*ith of either Mr. 
Blount or Mr. Willia immaterial, inaamuch 
as what they did in regard to tho reinstate- 
ment of tho Queen was simply the perlorm- 
anca of a task commanded of them by this 
administration, 

Tho report of the minority, all without 
denying or conceding the correotneas of 
other portions of tho report, diaaenis from 
that j)ortion of it: "Which declares that 
the only substantial irregularity in tho con- 
duct of Stevens, tho late minister, was his 
declaration of a prootorate by tbe United 
States over Hawaii." While exempting 
from oensnre Captain Wilts of the Boston 
and his officers, they add, "we cannot 
avoid the oonviotlen that the inop. 
portune zeal of Minister Stevens in 
the project of annexation of the Islands to 
the United States oaused him to exceed the 
proper limit of his official duty, and of bis 
diplomatic relations to the Government and 
people of those Islands. His conduct as the 
public rcpreaentativo of this Government 
waa directly onnduoivo to bringing about 
tho condition of nO'aira which resulted in 
tho overthrow of tlie (Jueen and the organi- 
zitiou of tho ProvieiODul Giivernmcnt, the 
landing of U. S. troopa and tho attempted 
Bchenio of annexation, and upon thia con- 
oluainn hia conduct ia seriously reprehcn- 
Bible und deeerving of pulilio cenauro." 

Sonatora Butler and Turpic file u aupplo- 
mentary report in which they say that 
while tho (jueation of annexation waa not 
submitted to tho conimitteo they think it 
proper to say they are heartily in favor of 
tho acquiaition of the ishnda by tho United 
States in a proper manner, but not by tak- 
ing advantage of international dissension, 
for which they believe the United States in 
some manner responsible. 



BAYARD DISCONTENTED. 

lie Ig AnsIODS to Hetnrn Home, Having No 
Fancy for State Fonctlons. 

Nkw YoiiK, Fob. 2G.— Tho Mail and Ex- 
press prints a cironmatantial cablo from 
London, aaaerting tliat U..S. Minister Bay- 
ard ia anxiou-i to roluru iiome. It ia aaid 
that the various fuuctiona in which he ia 
called upon to partioipate, on aooount of bis 
official position, are very objectionable to 
him as ne has never been very fond of soci- 
ety. It is recalled that he manifested simi- 
lar aversion to social life' when in Waah- 
ingtnn. It is also said tho climate 
of London does not agree with him. 
A c-jtblegram asserts that Sir. Bayard has 
already sent a communioation to President 
Cleveland which has been answered, but the 
exact tenor of those letters ia not known. 
The Express publishes in connection with 
thia a Washington apecial in which Senator 
Gray, of Delaware, pronounces the report 
untrue, but gives no ground for thia denial.

He Died From ''Appendicitis''— A Nova Sco- 
tlau by liirth. 

New YoiiK, Feb, 20.— Norman L. Munro, 
tho woll-Unown puliliaher, who died on Sat- 
urday night, had been complaining for 
aoino time of torribloa orampa iu hia right 
aide, and it waa decided after oonaultation 
of the phyeiciana that he was suffering from 
appondioitis, and on operation was decided 
upon. The operation was performed Fri 
day afternoon. Shortly before 3 p, m, Mr. 
Munro became delirious ; three houia later 
he waa in extremis, and he passed away at 
G:20 p m. in his wife's arnks. " The operation 
disclosed a gangrenous growth. Tho poison 
hid so tainted the patient's blood that there 
waa absolutely no chanoo for bis recovery. 
Mr, Munro'd olevon-year old son is now 
dangerously ill at Uobba' Ferry with tho 
samo oomplnint, but it is thought that his 
youth will servo him iu good stoad and hie 
recovery is looked for. Mr. Munro was born 
in Millbroo k. N S,, SO yea rs a^jo.

INSURGENT STEAMER SUNK. 

Tho " Jnplter " Goes Sown Under the Fires of 
Nlctberoy— Pelxoto'B Biinadron-?' 
Bebel Forces Defeated. 

New York, Feb. 20.— A special from 
Montevideo to the Herald says on official 
telegram has been reoeivod here from Rio, 
announcing that the insnrgent steamer 
Jupiter was sunk on Thursday morning by 
tho batteries of Niotheroy, It is also re- 
ported that four steamers and ten torpedo 
boats of President Feixoto's sqnadron left 
Bahiaonthe same day. The destination of 
thia il'jet ia not known. 

A special from Rio Janeiro to the Herald 
says : Iho government battery in Port 
Madame opened fire on the rebel transport 
Moroario on Sotu.rday nu r.iing. One of 
tho shots from tho fort struck tho boiler of 
tho transport, causing an explosion. M^ny 
of the isaurgenta who were on board the 
' Morcurio were drowned, but it is not known 
how many were lost. The insurgent forces 
under General Finai were defeated in San 
Gabriel by tbe CastilbistaSk According to a 
dispatob ]uat received here, Major Fenetro, 
of tbe insurgents, was killed. It is now 
reported that General Isidore Fernandez is 
still alive^ thongh rumors of hia death have 
been persistently circulated. The latest re- 
ports state that he is tho prisoner and is 
accompanying the rebel army. Tho van- 
guard of the loyal forces under General 
Ifipplyto attacked tho robela near Dom 
Pedrito, and defeated thoni. Sixty-thrco of 
tho insurgonta wore killed. A detachment 
of tho tiovoinmont army has been dis- 
patched to engage tbe rebels under General 
'Wwaxe/., who ia in the vicinity of Puntaa de 
Santa Maria.

PRACTICAL UNION. 

r George S. Clarko Suggests a Naval 
League Between Great Britain 
and the United States. 

New York, Feb. 26.— Sir Geo. S. Clarke, 
K.C.M.G., of the English army, now sta- 
tioned in Malta, in tho course of an article 
in the ilarch number of tho North Ameri- 
can Review, published to-day, replying to 
Andrew Carnegie's suggestion of a union be- 
tween England and the United States, sug- 
gests a measure of co operation between the 
two countries, which, he says, would repre- 
sent as much practical union aa is possible, 
considering the magnitude of the commerce 
between the two nations. 

Sir George says it is of extreme import- 
ance to both that the ocean routes of tho 
world should be inviolable, ond h^re, he 
thinks, ia a basis for union which will en- 
dure. Did tho two countries form a naval 

oaguo, combining their fleeta, they could 
dictate peace throughout the aea highways 
of the world. The advantage would be in- 
creasing to American people, since it has 
become impossible for them to abstain from 
tho responsibility of a great nation. Such 

bsteution would be inoompatible with tho 
cileotive maintenance of the MonroQ doc- 
trine. 

The Samoa allnir taught a lesBon that if 
ultra-continental poaaeaaioua have so tar 
been eschewed, the time of their ueceseity 
must Boon arrive. Whatever may bo the 
temporary settlement of Hawaii, that im- 
portant outpost of the North Pacific must 
become Amcrioan soil, and Captain Mahan 
has clearly indicated another part of tho 
world where annexation will soon be needed. 
With tho Nicaragua canal, which American 
enterprise will certainly ooniploto, must 
open a new era of responsibility, as Presi- 
dent Clovelaud evidently recognizes, while 
South America reveals a vista too extensive 
for present oonsideratiou. 

If, therefore, the aaaumption by tho Uni- 
ted States of its rightful position among tho 
nations ia inevitable, no step could be so 
wise, safe and natural, tbe writer thinks, as 
a naval league of armed neutrality with Bri- 
tain. As to the'settlement of the questions 
arising between the two eountries, Sir 
George suggests that an Anglo-American 
council could effectually deal with, most of 
them. As a last resort arbitration would 
still be available.

VASQUBZ IN FLIGHT. 

His Escape Almost Impossible— The People 
Almost Unanimously Favor BonlUa. 

La LiBERTAD, San Salvador, Feb, 2G.— 
Orders have been sent by General Polioarpo 
Boniila, who ia now supremo in Honduras, 
to all his foroes, and to all uiiiciala of the 
overturned government, to pursue the con 
quered President, Vaaqucz, When Vsaqucz 
flod from hia capital, Tegucigalpa, last Fri 
day, ho took tho La Patriquo road to San 
Antonio, or Reiteca on tho Salvadorean 
frontier. His escape aeema almost impoaai- 
ble, and Bouilla haa promised to havo him 
shot dead. Fivo hundred men aet out with 
Preaidont Vaaquez at tho beginning of hia 
flight at 8 o'clock in tho evening, a way out 
of tho city having been purposely kept open 
for tho troopa of General Bouilla, who wish- 
ed to avoid all the bloodahod poeaiblo, al- 
though ho did not want Vaequez to escape. 
Tho fugitives had not gone a league on tho 
way before the number was reduced to 300 
by dcaertiona. 

General Boniila entered the deaertcd 
palace at 9:30 the same evening, tho whole 
city being already in his poaaeaaion. Little 
damaRe was inflicted upon tho capital by 
the siege, tho bombardment liaving been 
directed mostly against the birracks. Good 
order prevails throughout tho city to-day, 
and all the political prisoners, including 
Vogaa and Sanlossolo, have been freed. 

Every department of the republic, except 
Amapa, has formally declared itself in favor 
of General Booilla, but Governor Vaillela 
will doubtless surrender now.

Mb; Beavkn, with the prefatory re- 
mark tMt ihia waa the fii-at time ho bad 
ciBen on a (laeatlon of thia character, oallod 
attentlbh to tfie Colomst's report of the dia- 
ordMly prooeedinga of tho oppoaitioa at the 
lasb sittioK of the houae. Ho might rtfer to 
the improprfety of circulating suoh immoral 
literBtuc,e on Sunday moraiog, bat hla chief 
objeotlOB was not to thia, but to what he 
called " the very garbled nature of the re- 
port." He claimed ho might' refer to many 
paBB iges— giving no hint M to vrhati those pas- 
Bages were— but would content himself with 
one referring to the Speaker, He then read 
the paragraph dealing with the incidents 
which occurred when he and Mr. Sword at- 
tempted to continue after the Speaker had 
taken tho chair about 2:30 a.m., the dis- 
orderly prnceedings which had forced the 
chairman of tho comniittoo to call upon the 
Speaker, and when tho Speaker in bringing 
the houao to order made the emphatic re- 
mark " I'll stand no nonBeneo. 1 want that 
understood. " Ho declared that he waa sat- 
isfied that tho Speaker had never rebuked 
him for atteniptiag to arguo a point of 
order. He thought tho ptopor way in 
which to proceed under the oiroumBtanoes 
would be to introduce a resolution aummon- 
ing the person reaponaiblo for the report be- 
fore the bar of tho houao, but lie would re- 
frain from doing ao. Ho would like to 
know, however, what good could be done by 
tho publication of such reports, ond aaid 
that beoauae the Colonist is tho govorn- 
mont organ is no rousou why thoy should 
appaar there. 

Hon. Mh. Davie remarked that if he 
thought it worth while ho might very fairly 
rise to a question of privilege with respsot 
to tho Times report. 

Hon, Mk. Hkaven— Whore is your 
paper 1 

HoK. Mk. Davie— I have not got a copy 
here. 

HoK. Mb. Bhaven rose to a point of 
order, claiming that the Premier mast not 
refer to a paper without proJuoing it, 
. HoH'. Mb. Davie replied that, as he said 
before, it vaa not his intention to contra- 
diob anything. He wished to eay merely 
that were he disposed 'to .find fault he 
could point out many inaocaraotei in the 
report appearing in tho organ of the oppo- 
sition.

Hon, Mr. Beaven moved for copies of the 
reports received from tho Hon. Theodore 
Davie on his missioua to Ottawa and New 
York in 1892, and to Ottawa in 1893; Itio 
missions of tho Hon. J. H. Turner to Eng- 
land in 1891, and to Otta-vva and Chicago in 
1S93; and tlie mission of tho Hon. James 
Baker to England in 1893; together with 
copies of the orders in council authorizing 
each of them to proceed on the said missioua 
on behalf of the province. In moving this 
resolution he accused two-thirds of the 
members of the bouse of taking no Intcreat 
in the bnsinesB Iieoause thty had not moved 
any resoIntioBB of this ch-jraotor. He reit- 
erated tlie Gomplainta made bvi the opposi- 
tion several times thisje8sion'''bboat the ex- 
penae of these trips, and about the Frovin- 
c a< S. cretary havirQ attended to private 
bbsinees in England, and Biid he wonld not 
be surprised to find that the ministers had 
made no repo ti. 

Hon. Mr Davie said it appeared to him 
th »t thia was only an effjtt to rehash tho 
discussion— if it could be dignified by that 
name — on the document respecting tho 
Cranbrook estate which the goutlomou op- 
posite had appropriated to their own use, 
ond only a covert way of repeating the 
elaudera which had already been condemned 
by tho house, Tho resolution, how- 
ever, being harnilees enough in 
itself, ho would not oppose, but 
ho would like to know how it was that 
tho hou, gentlemen opposite had not moved 
before now fur sonio of these reports on 
missions going back as far ua 1891. Ho was 
not prepared to uay at tho present moment 
to what extent formal reports had been sent 
in by ministers who had been absent on 
ofScial businesa, or that such reports are 
supposed to bo called for, though he knew 
tliey wore often sent in. Ho flattered him- 
self that when ho went to Ottawa in 1S92 
he bad done some good, and iho p.^rticulara 
of what had been occoinplished would bo 
found in a letter lie had forwunlcd to tho 
Premier of Canada, which he would lay be- 
fore the house, with other correspondence 
relating thereto. Respecting Mr, Turner's 
visit to England, the result of that with re- 
gard to the re-arraogement of the debt 
showed what he had been doing. As to tho 
attendance of the Provincial Secretary at 
the opening of the Imperial Institute, a re- 
port did not appear to be neoeaaary, but if 
there was one it would be brought down. In 
tho meant imo bo would give in advance 
tho papers on bis visit to Ottawa in 1892, 
which ho thereupon handed in. 

Hon. Col, Bak.i!ii said that, in addition 
to what he had already told tho houae, he 
might say that wliilo in London ho had 
aoooptod an invitation to attend at a dinner 
given in celebration of Dominion day, at 
which there were about 150 prcminont por-

Mb. Roobbs moved that a select commit- 
tee be appointed, composed of Messta. Mar- 
tin, Sto^art, Adama, Semlin, and the 
mover, with instructions to prepare a bill 
to amend the cattle act, and to report the 
game to the house. 

Hon. Mb. Tubneb remarked that in thia 
connection be had received many complaints 
from the upper country respecting tho 
great number of wild horses running over 
tho district and doing very serious damage. 

Motion agreed to. 

SUl'l'LY COMMITTEK RKl'ORT. 

Tho resolutiona roportod from tho sup- 
ply committee wero taken int'j conaider- 
ation, a motion by tho Hou. Mr. Turner 
that they be taken as road a first time be- 
ing agreed to. They wore then read a aeo- 
otid time olauBo by clause. 

Hon. Mb Bbavkn, on the first clause, pro- 
viding for interest on the publio debt, moved 
in amendment that it be referred back' to 
the oommittee to inoreaaetbe amount provid- 
ed for to 4 per cent, of the whole amount of 
the bonda now outatanding, as he held that 
tho liouao had no right to aasumo the con- 
version, and to do so waa to commit a 
breacli of faith with the bondholders. 

Hon. Mr. Turveu auid it was very re- 
freshing to sec that tho members of tlio op- 
position had at last been aroused to tho im- 
portance of protecting tho interests of the 
province aofar as thopublicdebt is concerned. 
But this resolution he felt waa only a round 
about way — a wily way— to make tho people 
think that tho houao had not been aaked to 
vote enough to pay tho intorcat, Tho fact 
waa that thero wua nothing in tho objection; 
it was thin as air,a bladder which if pricked 
by ono small pin would diaappoar. In tho 
Brat plaoo, the provincial orodit could nob 
bo airectod by thia vote, because it ia not 
nocossary to aak suoh a vote at all, aa the atat- 
utQ providea that the interest, whatever it 
is, must be paid by the governmeot; and

,TIIE ORGAN'S STALE! TRICK 

The Victoria organ of the Opposition yes- 
terday evening had reoonrae to a diahonest 
device for which it baa become aomevbat 
remarkable. It intents a tejct which does 
not contain a single word of truth, and from 
that text preaehea a aermon which ia neces 
aarily as falao as its text. It aaya, without 
adducing even a shadow of proof in confiima 
tion of ita atatenient, that the Government 
"entertained the notion that it 
would be in its own interest to 
have no discusaion (on the Estimates) 
or as little discussion as posatble," 
There is not a scintilla of truth in this as 
sertion, and it is ono of such a pcouliar 
nature that no mere mortal making it oonld 
be sure whether it is true or not. It as- 
saines that the person who made it has tho 
power to read men's hearts and to see into 
the worliinga of their minds. How was any 
member of the Times staff to know what 
notions were or were not entertained by the 
Government? No one that had a particle 
of common senae or the slightest regard for 
Ihe truth would maliB a otatement of this 
kind, yet tho Times huilda ou it a structure 
of interrogation, assertion, admonition and 
condemnation intended no doubt to 
astound ita readers. Taking for granted 
that its falsehood is truth and ita guess un- 
doubted certainty, it with woll-feigaed in- 
dignation asks, " Whence arose this idea 
that there should bo no rliseuseion in tho 
House over tho appropriation of public 
money — th^t tiie suma asked for Ijy the 
(jovernment should be voted without a 
<luestion or an objection no matter for what 
purpose ?" 

' The answer to this ia that the idea novor 
arose in any one's mind except in that of 
the writer of the Times article ; and more 
than that, the Times knows very well 
that its "idea" is its own prop- 
erty wholly and solely. Does tho 
Times believe that there is any 
part of the public so silly, so shallow and so 
unreasoniBs; aa to be imposed upon by suoh 
rubbish? Gvery one Icnows that the in- 
fercnocs and oonolusions drawn from un- 
truths must be untrue, yet tho Timea goes 
piling lie upon lie with an air of virtuous 
iudignation that Peoksnifl iiiaiGclf might 
envy. 

The plain truth is that when the Govern- 
ment brought down tho Estimates, it was 
within the competence of tho Opposition to 
deal with them fairly, rationally and ia a 
V)UBinea3-like way, or factioualy, unreason- 
ably and obstructively. They deliberately 
obosa the latter course. They wore not 
driven to it by the Government. The two 
ways were open to them, and they, of their 
own free will, choao the foolish and tho un- 
patriotic ono. They showed hy their acts 
that they expected to embarraaa the Gov- 
ernment, to bulldoze tho majority, and to 
prevent the businesa of the conotry l>cing 
done. Bab they did not effect their pur- 
pose. They were disappointed. "They 
went for wool and oamo home ahora." 



of entering into a f "real discussion" of the 
Estimates.^ Theii^pbjept plainly waa to do 
all they oonld to '-prevent a "real diaoua- 
aiou." In this they showed their clumsi- 
ness and their stupidity as well as their 
inainoerity. If they, had discussed tho 
estimatea in an earnest and rational nuknner; 
tho Chairman could nob and would not have 
restricted them in any way. Aa it was, 
they were allowed to play their game of 
barefaced obstruction until tho Chairman 
was compelled by his duty to chock them. 
This ia where they mado their miatako. If 
their object was to kill time, they oould 
have gone on with their oritiolsms in auoh a 
way as not to give the Chairman of the Com- 
mitteoa ehanco to pronounce any of them 
out of order. Hut they did not possess 
knowledge or ingenuity enough to do this. 
Most of them seem to bo laboring under tho 
delusion that if a member when on his feet 
"keeps the gab agoing," no matter about 
what, tho Chairman does not possess tho 
power to call him to order. They were on 
Friday night and Saturday morning made 
to feel that they iiad formed a wrong 
estimate, both of their own privileges and 
tho powers of the presiding member. The 
Oppoaition failed because they did not 
begin and did not keep up a " real discus- 
sion " of the estimatea; aud it ia a moat im- 
pudent attempt to deceive tho public on tho 
part of tlio Nowa-Advertiaer to aaiert that 
i,; waa tho Covernnient'a determination to 
biirko such discusaion that was the Oduse of 
tho ali-uight sitting. 

Trying to fasten the blame of the long 
session on tho Government was evidently 
an aftertliought. It ia clear that tliu object 
of tho Oppoaition waa to tiro tho Govern- 
ment out — to exhaust both their patience 
and their energy. If they had succeeded, 
they would have gloried in their victory. 
No complaints would then be heard of an 
attempt to burke " real discussions." Ihey 
would have proclaimed their determination 
that there should bo no discussion until 
they saw fit to permit it ; and by abuaing 
ilio privileges of debate, the minority would, 
if the Government were weak enougii to 
give way to them, have virtual command of 
the House. But they reckoned without 
their host. They defied tho majority ; they 
began tho contcat ; they wore beaten with 
comparative eaao. It ia, therefore, utterly 
contemptible and transparently hypoccitlcal 
in their organs, after their defeat, to whine 
about " real disunssiona " being burked.

THE VANOOUVER PREVARIOATOR. 

The Newa-Advortiser, in its solemn way, 
says " The Provincial Government's deter- 
mination to 'burku'rcal discussion on tholia- 
tiinalea in detail caused an all night sitting to 
begin on Friday, tho daily session of the 
ITouao thus continuing for 23 hours and 
only ending at 1:30 yeaterday afternoon in 
oonaequenoe of the physical exhaustion of 
the criticizing members of the Independent 
and Oppoaition forces." If thia sentence 
commouoed "It waa tho plainly expressed 
determination of tho Opposition to obstruct, 
tho transaction of busineas whioh oaused," 
etc., it would bo a atatoment of the facta as 
theyjware. The Opposition did not take 
tlie trouble to disguise its intention cot to 
i'disoUM V.the eatimatea. The assertion 
■ttfat -'' tVo Qovornmont allowed any 
diapositlon to prevent " real discussion" ia a 
palpable falaehood. There waa no ono in 
tho Chamber so simple and so inexpetienoed 
as not to see that tho Opposition had no idea 



We have been told that the Government 
of New Zealand ia a model Government — 
that, in fact, it is almost the only part of Her 
Majesty's dominions in whioh the people 
rule. The laws in that country, it is said, 
are mado for tho benefit of the many, and 
that the few are obliged to submit or leave 
the country. 

It is singular to observe what different 
conclusions people arrive at from the same 
facta and ciroumatances. A writer in tho 
February number of the Nineteenth Cen- 
tury, R. H. Bakewell, declares that at the 
time he was writing, whioh waa only a few 
months ago. Now Zealand was governed by 
the few. He says: " The politioiansof New 
Zealand are allowed a free hand by the 
banks and mortgage companies, who really 
rule tho colony, in all abstract political 
([uestions. Provided they do not interfere 
with tho Bmking Monopoly, or to make tho 
Post Office Savings Bank the convenience it 
might be, or to Issue banknotes, or to take 
poBsesaion of the milliona of unclaimed 
deposita beloLgiog to inteatates, on which 
banks aro now largely depending, or so 
legislate aa to compel absentee owners to cut 
up their properties and sell to those who 
would occupy their holdings, our rulera per- 
mit Ministers— (Aeir Ministers— to amuse 
themselves and the public by any little ex- 
periments that may servo to fill up tho regu- 
lar three months of the parliamentary 
session before hurrying through the Esti- 
mates aud passing tho Appropriation Bill." 

Quo of the experiments which the real 
rulers of New Zealand allowed the 
people's representatives to make was that 
of female suffrage. " There was," the 
writer of the article, says, " absolutely no 
wish for tho franohiao amongst the immense 
majority of wotdlii oven up to a few wocUa 
before the pasaing of tho act," The advo- 
cates of female suffrage were only a few 
"wild women" mostly " fanatical prohlbi- 
tioniata," yet these few had influence enough 
to prevail upon thousands of their sex to 
sign petitions praying for the extenaion of 
the Buirrago to women. 

Some of tho Conaervative politicians 
thought that to permit tho women to vote 
would greatly strengthen their party, and 
tho prohibitlonista of both parties favored 
tho measure. It was believed that a Hoage 
of Asaombly oleotod after tho franchise had 
been given to women would bo com- 
posed of good men. Tho other question 
whioh it; was believed tlio woman would 
help to support was that of secular 
education. A large and moat re- 
spectable minority of tho eleotoro were 
opposed to the existing eyslem of public 
education. That ayatom is secular. Sin- 
gular to relate the secularistB depended on 
tho women to aid in perpolualing their sys 
torn. lb might be aupposod that tho women 
of all olasses and all denominations would 
favor the teaching of religion in the schools, 
" But the women," Mr. Bakewoll says, 
" are vehement advocates of the education 
syatom as it exists, without altcrotion." It 
was expected then that tho women would 
vote for prohibition, and lor maintaining 
tho education law aa it was, without altera- 
tion or amandmont in the direction of Intro- 
dueing religious inatruotion into tho aqhoola. 
It was also believed that giving women tho 
power of voting would have tho effect of 
getting a superior class of representatives 
elected, and of atrongthoniug the Conserva- 
tives, 

The olectiona were hold on the 28 bh of 
JC^ovember. 'The atmoat good order pre? 



vailed, "During the whole day not a single 
drunken nian was to be seen anywhejre, and 
the women passed to aud from the polling 

places without any annoyanos, and with 
only the inevitable but extremely courteous 
solicitations of the oanvaaaera for the differ- 
ent pstrtlea." But tho reault was very differ- 
eiat from that anticipated by- many of the 
advocates of women suffrage, i The Oppoai 
tion, which waa Conaervative, was beaten, 
horse, foot and artillery— completely snow 
ed under — and the Radicals wore triumph 
ant, Tho colony ia committed for three 
years to a course of extreme Radioal legis- 
lation. Tho Opposition is powerless. The 
candidates preferred by the women aro not 
superior, but a good deal tho other way. 
Our authority eays : " Tho men elected aro 
nearly all, with only one or two oxcoplions, 
of tho most uneducated olasa in thia com 
munity, either tho lowest bourgeois or moro 
carpot baggers. They have displaced men 
of education and oxperienae," " Suoh," 
exclaima Mr. Bakewell, "aro tho reaulta of 
Female Franchiio ! " It will, he hopes, bo a 
warning to English Concorvalivea. 



BROUOHT TO JUSTICE. 

John Y. MoK'mo, the bosa of Gravesend, 
N.Y.jhaa been taught n lesson which ho 
will never forgot, and bis fate will bo a 
warning to boasea and others who, in tho 
United States, undertake to run oloctions 
independently of tho law and by methods 
of their own. McKano carried thinga with 
a high hand in the bailiowick of Gravest nd. 
Ho waa emphatically niaatcr of the aitua 
tion. He placed in odioo those whom he 
favored, and turned out those who offcndec 
him ; his friends secured all the fat jobs 
aud those who dared to oppouo him felt tho 
weight of Ilia disapprobation in various 
ways, lie had charge of tho votera' liata, 
or rather, ho owned tho men who made 
them out. Ho caused those listti to 
be Btuffjd outrageously. The town at 
tho last census had a population of 8,418. 
yet in 189.3 there waa tho astounding num 
bcr of (i,'JlS aaincs ou tlio voters' liata. This 
waa uu increase of ,",191 over the registra 
tion of 1S91 and of 2,U.'i8 over tho enroll 
ment of 1802, lb can bo seen by this that 
McKane did not do things by halves. In 
November last an effort waa made to get an 
honest cleotion in Gravcaend, and inspootora 
were sent to examine tho votois' lists ol tho 
town ; but McKano'a creatures gave tho 
oUiciala a very warm welcome. In fact; 
they drovo them out of the plauo without 
allowing them a chance even to see the 
lists, much less do their work. This was too 
much for tho lovers of law and order to 
bear, and the bota was prcsccuted for 
hia election frauds. Ho was, greatly 
to his surprise, found guilty and sentenced 
to aix yeata' impriaonment in the pcniten 
tiary. 

MoKano had made a handsome fortune it 
Gravesend, He was a oburoh member, and 
when in decent society conducted himself 
like a respectable man, A number of the 
Boaa'a confrderatts havo been indicted, 
among whom aro two or thrco "juaticea.' 
^Vhile the trial was ijoiog on, they were 
bold and confident; since the bosa's oonvio. 
tion they have collapsed, and two of them 
have offered to become witnesses for the 
State — Queen's evidence, as they would be 
called hero. The papers of both parlies in 
the States rejoice over tho conviction of 
McKane. 

AN OLD STORY. 

Tho News-Advertiser, very cunningly, as 
ita editor no doubt thinks, tries to make it 
appear that provision for the additional 
Minister to be appointed over a joint do 
partment of Education and Immigration was 
first made this year. But thia is not the 
case. Provision waa mado for auoh a 
Minister two years ago, and, if we do uot 
very much mistake, the News-Advertiser at 
the time cordially approved of the estal 
lishment of tho new Department. .But cir- 
cumstances havo considerably altered since 
1892, and tho attitude of tho editor of the 
Nowa-Advortiaor towards tho Government 
hiS alao altered. When it ia seen that the 
proposed appointment of another Minister i 
no new thing, many of our readers will 
naturally wonder why tho Oppoaition have 
kept back their objootious to it so long. Is 
it possible that thoir hope of obtaining it hav- 
ing vaniahed, now light on tho subject liaa 
dawned upon the niiuda of tho patriotic 
aspirants ?

In manipulating somo 
tackle on board the sleam schooner Miachiof 
ho had the tops of three fingers of his left 
hand out off. The band was attended to by 
a surgeon at Nanaimo. 

SiHOE the arrest of the McCain brothers 
of Tacoma, three fresh forgeries which are 
laid to Francis D.'a credit have been dis- 
covered, and it is believed, it will go hard 
with him. There appears to be little evi- 
dence to connect tho brother in any way 
with the questionable operations of Taoom&'a 
assistant city c'.erk. 

The nowly-fornied Plumbcri' association 
last niglit udoi)'.';d tlio by-laws and consti- 
tution aa preaeuted by tho committcf, and 
transacted other huainosa of considerablo 
importance. One architect has already 
consented to receive soparato bids for 
plumbing aa auggcsted, aud anotlior firm — 
the Victoria Plumbing Co. — lias baen addeJ 
to tho association. 

The lirat of two stercopticon lectures to 
be given iu tho sohnolroom of the Church of 
our Lord (R E ) la announced for this even- 
ing, tho Bubjuct b-jing "A Tour through 
Scotland." Tho aliJia, numbering upwards 
of one hundred, are for tho moat part the 
work of Rev. Mr. King, who will deliver 
the leoture. The proceeds will be devoted 
to the interests of the King's road Mission. 

A WANT, evidently long felt, was wrong- 
fully supplied through the misappropria- 
tion of a number of articles on boa^d tho 
steam schooner Mischief, at Porter's wharf, 
on Friday night. A ship's compaaa and 
considerable clothing and provisiona wore 
stolen during the night, and, although in- 
formation of the affair was given next day 
to the police, no oluo haa yet been found.

Tho lower mind is tlio 
ono that gives a thirst for aensation or in- 
stinct, while tlio higher soul is tho tic be- 
tween God and man. At death a struggle 
takea place between thu liigher and lower 
forces gencratod tlirough life, and " if our 
confciousneas has been centred in tho lowor 
we fall (In metaphoi) and paaa into tho con- 
dition of Kama Loco,, If we love purity 
and light, nut all tho material attractions 
that life lias had can keep us from union at 
death with the divine being that is our- 
selves. In the former case we exist in a 
somi-conacious condition) in a nightmare of 
dreaming that has Uo awakening save to re- 
birth or tho partial consoiouaneaa that can 
bo stolen from mediums in tho ecanoo room. 
Xa tho othor case, tho lower mind, having 
served ita Icgitimato purpoao in guiding tho 
body, passoa away with it, not being strong 
enough to drag coEsoiouanesa to earth. Wo 
pasB, then, to Dsvaohan — a atato of con- 
aciouBnesa, where, untramelled by body, wo 
can ho all wo tried so hard to accomplish on 
earth and failed in." Tho conscious ego 
then leavca Ddvaohan, falls to earth in 
oblivion, *' and wakes in baby-land." 
Dagraded humanity, that sinka into Kama 
Loca at death, has tho chance at each re- 
birth to Bolza again the thread of aspiration 
and purer living ; but if in birth after birth 
it hardona and deadens in BolfiBlinoss, tho 
time comoB when there is nothing to respond 
to a thought beyond tho o.nimal man, " the 
silver thread is broken, and then oomcs 
darkness, which is tho real death."

OBITUARIES. 



Mrs. Allen FrancU. 

On Sundaj aflornoon at 2 o'clock, there 
died at her homo on Pandora avenue, Mra. 
Gooelia Duncan Francis, relict of tho late 
Hon. Allen Francis, for many years the 
represontfttivo of tho govornmcnt of tho 
United States (aa consul) in thia city and 
province. Tho decoaard lady, although 
past tho age of four sooro years, had until 
quite recently beon active and froo from tho 
natural infirmities which Time brings to tho 
mojority. At tho time of her death aho had 
with her a portion of her family, tho others 
reaidins at too great a distance to reach the 
bedflida of their mother when tho summous 
came to them that her illness could not but 
rcault fatally. The funeral will bo on 
Thursday, the services being at tho Church 
of Our Lord (Reformed Episcopal), and Iho 
intormout at Ross Bay eemetory, where the 
mortal romaina of a loving and devoted wife 
will be laid beaido those of a faithful and 
affectionate husband. 

The late Mrs. Francis was born Deoemhor 
5, 1808, in Glasgow, Scotland, which ciiy 
had long been the home of her family— the 
Duncans. Removing to America in tho 
apringtimeof her life, she was married in 
January, 1838, in Springfield, III., to Mr. 
Allen Franois, then engaged with his 
brother. Major Francis, in the publication 
of tho Illinois State Journal, whose fortunes 
they directed for many years. During hia 
journalistic career Mr. Francis had mado 
tho acquaintance of Abraham Lincoln, 
afterwards President of the United States. 
They became very fast friends, and it was 
at Mr. and Mrs. Franois' homo, where he 
was a frequent visitor, that Mr. Lincoln 
firat mot Mias Todd, whom he afterwards 
mado hia wife. In ISOl Mr. Francis was 
appointed conaul at thia port aud immedi- 
ately camo hero wi'.h his then young fainily; 
he continued to discharge tho duties of tho 
couBulship with credit to himself and 
abundant satiafaclion to hia government 
until ISSl— with a brief intcrmisaion during 
wliich ho engaged in buainciia in Victoria — 
and waa then trauufurrod to St. Thomas, 
Oiit., where he died from tho result of an 
accident on August 4, 1SS7, the remains 
being brought hero for interment and 
buried at Kqes Bay ten days later. Since 
that lime Mrs. Francis haa lived at tho old 
liomeatcad on Pandora avenue, rarely leav- 
ing it to visit aomo ono or Other -of her 
afroctionato family. 

Of tho latter thero aro four — throo daugh- 
ters and one son — Mrs. H. Hofercamp, of 
Now Whatcom, Washington ; Mra. David 
A. Edgar, of Siatcn Itland, N.V ; Mra. 
Byron Z Holmes, of Portland, Oro. ; and 
Captain Edwin H, Francis, United Statea 
Government pilot, residing iu thia city._ 

Mra. Francia was a most devoted wife, a 
loving and attVctiouate mother, a true frioud 
to those who had the pleasure of her ac- 
quaintance and enjoyed her confidence. Her 
hospitality was unbounded, as many can 
testify, for during the many years of her 
late husband's consulship in British Col- 
umbia her bounteous table was ever set and 
ready to entertain their many friends and 
guests. Now alt is over, ahd she has gone 
to her rest ; those left behind lament the 
loss of a valued and dear friend. Bequiescat

There was a very numerous attendance of 
friends and ac<iuaintance3 of pio;ieer days 
at the funeral of the late George Stui'z, 
which took place yeaterday afternoon from 
the reaidonco ou Fisgard street and from 
Clirist Church cathedral, tho interment 
being at Hosa Bay comettry. Tho servicsa 
of tho Anglican church were conducted ut 
tho cathedral by Rev. Canon Beanlacda, the 
Order of Independent Odd Fellowa per- 
forming their improsaivo ceremonies at 
tho graveside. Tho pall-bearers were 
Messrs. Jacob Sehl, William Schmidt, 
Wni. Stevens, A. Houdoraon, Williams ond 
Audercon. 

Though remembered more particularly for 
his very many acta of unostentatious char- 
ity, the late Mr. 8tei(z waa prominently 
identified with numerous commercial enter- 
prises inseparably identified with the eailii r 
history of British Columbia and its capital. 
From 1 802 until 1866 he was a prominent 
meiiihor of the Bedrock Flumo Co., of 
Cariboo, whose operations were expected to 
put millions into the pockets of tho 
stockholders, but which never got beyond 
the stage of frccjuout "calls" to that of a 
declaration of dividends. It was also iu 
1802 or thereabout?, that Mr, Steilz acaoci- 
ttted himself with John Laumoiater, Charles 
GowoD, J. Hoffmoiater and one or two 
others in another achoino, v/hich, liko the 
airy c-eationa of Colonel Sollera' inventive 
ge;due, aeemod to have " milliona iu it." 
This waa the importation from California of 
a herd of camels, which it wus proposed to 
utilise in " packing " along tlio Caritoo 
road. The animals were brought here 
safely, and were accommodated with quar- 
ters ou tho Indian reserve, where they ox- 
cited nine days' wonder and the longer con- 
tinued admiration of the younger genera- 
tion. They did not prove, a success, how- 
ever. Their feet were too tender for the 
atony mountain roads, and their appearance 
struck terror to the hearts of the ladiacs 
and horsea, many of the latter tumbling into 
the canyona in their fright. One camel. 
Nvhich waa left behind to care for her 
young offapring when the remainder of the 
herd were taken to the Mainland, was for 
somo timo tho chief attraction of the " com- 
monage, " where now stands tho stately real- 
deiico of Mrs. Robert Dunsmuir, until clima- 
tic or other conditiona removed it from tho 
sphere of its uEcfulnesa — which appeared 
chielly to bo that of scaring horaos. 

During tho last yeara of his reaidonco in 
Cariboo, the late Mr. Stoitz waa owner and 
proprietor of tho well known Cottonwood 
rancli, one of tho most popular road houses 
of tho old days. Then ho returned to Vic- 
toria to establish hia Vatoa street business, 
and form one of tho thou recently organized 
volunteer lire department, which preceded 
tho preaent modern brigade. Many are tho 
reminiaoencca woven about hia name, and 
tho hundreds of oxamplca of hia generosity, 
if they were to bo recorded, would fill the 
largest book that ever was written. 
Caleb Blaliop. 

After a painfal illness, extending over a 
fortnight or more, Mr.. Caleb Bishop died at 
his home in Viotoria West on Suoday morn- 
ing, tho iinmodiato ciuso of death being 
pneumonia and plouriay, anporinduoing fail- 
ure of tho heart. The ond had beon watched 
for and expected for several days, and was 
calm and peaceful. A widow and ono aon, 
Mr. Harry Bishop, of tho C. P. N. service, 
form tho family immediately bereaved by 
Mr. Biuhop'a domino ; tlio losa of a reapeotod 
and much ceteemod friend will alao bo 
keenly felt by a largo circle of acquaint 
ancoH, 

Tho lato Mr. Biahop waa a native of 
Hampaliire, Plugland, whcro ho waa born in 
1822. lie romovod in his young manhood 
to (ill a position ia tho Royal naval yard, 
Esquimau, where ho remained until a few 
years ago, retiring upon pension. Ho over 
evinced an aotive and intelligent intoroat in 
the affairs of that portion of the oicy in 
which he made hia homo, and at the timo of 
hia death was a valued mombor of tho City 
School Board, having beon ro-olected a trua- 
teo by aoolamatiou at the January oloctiona.

vialoDB.of the said aot : 
■ And whereas under and in porsaanoe of 
the authority conferred by tbe said act, the 
Lieutenant-Governor in council dniy author- 
ized the cxeoution of the several agree- 
menta, oopiea whereof are set out In tho 
eohedale hereto purporting tobeexecutol 
by the .Minister of Finance or tho Cliitf 
Commissioner of Lands and Works, aa the 
case may bo, viz ;

And wberoiiB purauant to said agreementa 
tbo company haa by instrument, dated tho 
IGth day of Auguat, IS'JIi, duly naaiijnod to 
tho Chief Comniiasioner of Linda and 
\V orka all benefit and advantage under tho 
agreement with the Canadian Paoifij Riil 
way company, aa provided by tho first 
clauao of tho aaid agreement of tho 0;h 
Auguat, ISO,'!:

3. It ahall be hwful for the Lieutenant- 
Governor in Couaoil, subject to the prO' 
viaiona of this aot, to authorize tho Minister 

of Finance to guarantee tho payment of the 
bonda of tho company to a turn not exceed- 
ing the amount of seventeen thousand five 
hundred dollara (617,500) per milo of rail- 
way, and of tho interest thereupon at a rate 
not exceedirg four per ctntuiii per annum, 
for a period not longer than twenty five 
years from tho date of issue. 

4. Thia act ahall be read with and form 
part of of tho " Railway Aid Act, 1893,"

And whereaa it ia in contemplation hy the 
government of Britiah Columbia to aak Iho 
authority of tho logialaturc, in lieu of guar- 
anteeing tho intereat merely upon tho bonda 
of the Nakuap company, to guaranieo both 
principal and intereat upon seventeen thou- 
sand five hundred dollara (.^17.500) per mile, 
or, at the option of tho government, to ad- 
vance tho company towarda conatruction an 
amount equal to such last mentioned guar- 
antee, bearing interest at four per centum 
(4%) per annum ; 

And whereas it ia necessary, in order that 
the said railway should bo conatruoted at 
once, that tbe requiaite moana for raising 
thci moneys for its construotion should be 
taken and a guarantee given under tbe 
terms oftbe saia aot, so as to raise the ne- 
cessary money : 

And whereas an agreement has been con- 
cluded between the Nakusp Company and 
the Canadian Pacific Railway Company, 
hereiiiafier called " the Faoifio Company," 
by indenture dated the ninth day of Augusts, 
1803, wberennder, in aooordanoe with the 
requirements of the "railway aid act, 
1S93," the Faoifio company haa undertaken 
to lease and to equip, maintain, and operate 
the aaid railway when completed for the 
term of twenty-five (2i3) years, paying to tho 
Nakuap company, aa a rental therc-for unil 
us a consideration for Iho aaid af;rco nei t, 
an amount equal to forty ]a^v cent. (10 per 
cent ) of tho grosa earninga of tho aaid ruil- 
woy : 

Now thia indenture witneeaeth that it is 
B(?reed between the Commissioner and the 
.■ •Nakusp company as follows : — 
.j, 1, Tho Nakuap company fh^U forthwith 
.'assign to tho comniissioner all benefit and 
advuntago under the said agrceniont he. 
tween the Nakusp company ond tho Pa( ifio 
company, and shall obtain a satisfactory 
undertakion; on the part of the Pacific com- 
pany that it will take over and operate the 
said projected railway es eoou aa it is com- 
pleted, according to the said agreement, t<nd 
whether the title to the lands for right of 
way and station .erbands.haB 'or bas not- been 
then acquired as intonded, to;ihe end that 
tho oporation of such railway and payment 
of audi rent under the suid leoso shall not be 
delayed for want of sucb title. I 
2, Tbe Nakusp bcmpany, shalL fociihwlth | 



proceed with the construotion of tho said 
railway in the manner provided in the said 
agreemenb between the Nakusp company 
and tho Pacific company, and shall in all 
things complete the cbnstructioa of the said 
railway in running order as far aa Slocan 
Lke, acoirdirg to the (aid agreement, on or 
before tho thirty-first day of December 
next. ■?;?ij'^fi!;' ' 

3. Tho Xakusp company shall forthwith 
issue bonds cf the company to the extent of 
twenty- five thousand dollars (S25,00(/) per 
milo of its railway, payable in twenty five 
('Jo) years from thn date thereof, and bear- 
ing intereat at four per cent. (4%) per an- 
num, which bonda ehall ba endoraod by the 
.Minister of Fioanoo for the Province of 
British Columbia, with a guarantee of inter- 
est as provided by tho " Railway Aid Act, 
1893," and such bonda ahall be, by tho aaid 
Minister of Finance, depoaited in osorow 
with tho Bank of British Columbia, or some 
other chartered bank to be named by the 
Lieutenant-Governor in Council.

6. It ia therefore hereby provided that 
tho Nakusp company ehall arrange an over- 
draft with the said bank and that the said 
bonds shall siand as security against such 
overdraft, including tbe ordinary bank in- 
terest, in respect of all moneys drawn to tho 
extent of tbe oertifioates of tbe Minister of 
Finance, to be given in manner hereinafter 
mentioned. 

7. The work ahall bo under tho direction 
of an engineer to bo appointed by tho com- 
miaaiouer, at a anlary to ba named by the 
commissioner, and paid by tho company, 
who shall ieauo certificates from timo to 
timo showing tho progress of the work and 
tho value thereof, and upon such certificates 
countersigned by tho Minister of Finance, 
the Nakusp company may draw ninety per 
cent (90 per cent. ) of the amounts named in 
such certificates, 

8. Provided always that for tho purpose 
of such certificates tbe value of the work 
shall be estimated upon tbe basis following, 
that is to say : 

(a.) From Kakusp to Slocan lake, fonrtoen 
thousand three hundred and fifty dollara 
($14,350) per mile. 

(b. ) From Slooan lake to Wilson oreek, 
sixteen thousand dollars ($16,000) per mile. 

(o ) From Wilson oreek to the forks of 
Carpenter oreek, twenty-five thousand dol- 
lars ($25,000) per mile. 

9. In this agreement tho expression 
" bonds of the company," except where tho 
context rtquires a different conatruction, 
meacB eithtcthe bonda at the rate of twenty- 
five thouaand dollora ($25,000) per milo, to 
be issued and deposited under clause 2 
of this agreement or the bonda to 
ba substiluteJ therefor, aa provided by 
clause 4, according to tho final detormina' 
tion of the government.

13. If tho government shall elect to 
advance mocey to tho company (which it 
ahall be at liberty to do), instead of guaran- 
teeing their bonda, then it ia agreed that 
tho advance shall be repayable in twenty 
five (25) years, and shall bear interest at tho 
r^to of four per centum (4%) per annum, at d 
in any case any advance Or gnarantee by 
tho government shall bo duly secured by a 
mortgage upon all the real and personal 
property of the Nakusp company, aud tho 
rents, tolls and profits of the railway. 

14. Tbe sum of one hundred and eiehteon 
tliousand four hundred dollars ($118,400) to 
be deposited by the Niikusp oompany upon 
the execution hereof, as provided by clause 
11 of this agreement, shall, if the govern 
msnt of British (Columbia shall decide to 
make an advance of money to the Nakusp 
company, under tho alternative provided In 
tho preceding clause, bo applied iu part ox 
tiuotion of tho loan, and all nioueya received 
in rtspcct of gross earninga under tho agrco 
menc with llie Pacific company shall bo 
applied, firstly, in discharge of intereat, and 
any overplus for tho limo being shall bo 
oocredited to principal. 

15 Should the government adopt tho 
prinoiplo of guorantoeing tho bonds of tho 
company, then tho Dominion subsidy or its 
equivalent nhall bo applied by tho govern- 
ment from limo to tim-j in paying intereat, 
and any moneys to bo received in respeot ot 
groaa earnings from tho Pacific cjinpany 
ahall bu ap])lied so far us tho inoney.s will 
extend iu payment of interest nioncya fall- 
ing due on tho bonds, and, after the 
minion eubaidy has been exhausted, then if 
at any timo there ia eufliciont on hand to 
meet tho interest for two year?, all previous 
arrears of interest having been first paid or 
loimbursed to tho govoniinout, tho ovorplua 
shall, under the direction and in auch man-:

10. It is hereby agreed that if tbe govern- 
ment shall adopt-the jtlternative provided in 
section 4 hereof, then that tbe Batd sum of 
$118,400, or so much thereof as shall from 
time to time remain owing, shall bear inter- 
est at the rate of threo and u half per ciiiit, 
per annum, and that all payments (if any) 
Diade by the government under their guar- 



antee, shall carry similar interest with half* 
yearly rests. 

17. it Is hereby expressly stipulated that 
the government of British Columbia may, at 
any timo within two years from the date 
hereof, abaolutoly acquire' forty-nine per 
cenc. of the capital stock of tbo Nakusp and 
Slocan railway company npon payment of 
the sum of fifty-nine thousand two hundred 
dollars and interest at the rale of three and 
oae-half per oent. per annum, and upon the 
acquirins'.Snbh oapital stock shall rank as 
and be entitled to all' the privileges of shaie- 
h olders to that inctent, .and if such purohase 
bo made the' purchase moQeyahikU'b'e oharged 
against the said sum o'f $118,400. 

It is hereby lastly stipulated that tho 
Commissioner in executing these presents 
acta merely as agent for tho Government, 
being thereto ouihorized by Order in Coun- 
oil, but that ho incurs no personal reaponai- 
bility whatever, whether on account of ex- 
cesa of authority or otherwise.

■ -Frnit Trade With 
Australia. 



DoNCAN, Feb. 26.— (Special)— On Satur^ 
day evening there was bel^ a mosbsnO' 
-eesBfal meeting nndef the auspices of the 
Coniehan and Salt Spring Agrtoultural 
AsBOoiatlon, at which the foUosving dia- 
'tlnguished apoakors wero hoard : Mr. J. R 
Anderaou, atiUiatioian, Victoria; Mr. E 
Hutchersou, horticulturist; Mr. R. M. 
Palmer, fruit inipeotor {or the Province; 
and Mr. G. St. B«rbe. Thia was the drat 
meeting of the kind held in Dunoin and the 
iploneer of many others. 

The Proaidont, Major Mutter, oponod the 
meeting, saying that at a previoua general 
meeting a wiali had been expresaed to hold 
during the coming year diacusBiona on agri- 
cultural miittera, and that tho sooioty had 
much to thank the viaitora preaent in tho 
carrying out of this resolution. He thou 
called oa Mr. Anderson to open the dia- 
cuasion. 

Mr. Anderson then road a paper on tho 
value of statistics. Ho stated that tho 
Department of Agricultural was of recent 
creation (Juno '91) but w.»a already doing 
good work, and although ita oporatiuna 
were limited and amuU in oompari- 
Bou with tlioso of other provincea 
and atutes, ita future widening out vvaa 
largely dependent on the interest taken by 
the farmera in aaaiating tho department, with 
information, help and statiatios. IIo re- 
gretted that there were not accorded by tho 
farmers and tho rcsidenta of Cowichan, in 
particular, all tho assiatanco tho importance 
of tho subject demanded, and with which 
alone they could reach and publish tho un- 
varnished accounts of tho country and ita 
■ capabilities. He stated that a nucleus of a 
library and a museum was being formed, 
the latter to contain samples of the products 
of tiie country ; and that, during the Qacal 
year ending June, '92, were imported agri- 
cnltaral produots to thia province to tho 
value of, with duties, $2,659,698, notiaolud- 
ing the cost of transportation. Of these 
certainly pork, to the amount of $429,247, 

Eoultry, $21,800, and eggs, $102,372, should 
Braised at home. He deplored the fact 
that time and mioney were wasted in raising 
cereals for milling purposes on wet lands 
and harvested in a more or less damaged 
condition, when they should have been fed 
to dairy stock or pigs. He believed all 
agricultural socictica should form part and 
parcel with the departinont of agriculture, 
and said thia plan had been carried out auo- 
cessfuUy in other parts of tho world. He 
finally hoped that this society would leave 
sports and catch-penny side shows alone as 
much as possible. 

Mr. Palmer was then called upon to read 
a paper, whereupon ho said that tho pro- 
ceedings of the last meoting ho attended, 
viz -at Spokane, wore enlivened conalder- 
ably by music, and ho proposed a song. 

Mr. J. C. Harris, after a little pressing, 
favored with a topical song, and Mr. Palmer 
then read a paper on "Insect peats" dwelling 
principally on tho borer and the diiTiireat 
kinds of aphis, and giving several efTeotive 
remedtee; altogether he impressed the audi- 
ence with the fact that he is the right man 
in the right place. 
Mr. T. A. Wood thon sang the good old 
• song, "Corfuzalem." 

Mr. Hutcheraon addressed the meeting 
next. He spoke of tho enthusiastic meet- 
ing at Spokane and tho gigantic organizi- 
tiqns reaulting therefrom. He said that the 
Kbrthwest Paoifio was prodaoing better 
frnit than the Californian, and that the 
British Columbia coast had bettor and 
cheaper facilities for shipping from Van- 
couver to Winnipeg and corrcspoDding 
ratuB from the coast to St. Paul. Ho read a 
uommunioation from L. Woblverton, Sec- 
retary of the Ontario Frnit Growers Asao- 
ciation, saying, "I have received a coni- 
municatioQ from tho Dominion Gov- 
ernment couoerning tho fruit trade 
to Australia. Has Britiah Colum- 
bia done anything towards thit?" 
People overlooked, continued Mr. Hulcher- 
SOD, that their season being oppoaite to oura, 
we should sell their fruit as well as buy 
from them. Ho did uot favor a south 
aspoot for an orchard, but advised planting 
on the triangular system, claiioing that it 
would give SGS per aero more than the 
square aystem. Ho favored tho cutting 
back of tho treo to .3 or 4 feet, and cutting 
back two-thirds of tho growth for tho first 
fiw years. Ho advised planting Yellow 
Transparent, Red Astrachan, Keswick 
Codling, Wealthy, Gravenatein, Blenheim 
Orange, Ribaton Pippin, Baldwin and 
Golden Ruaaot, He said that thia country 
ia eminently adapted for prunes — of theae 
tho It,ali:in and Bulgarian atand ahead, but 
it is claimed that the Kulgarian is the best 
dryer. The Tennant prune is a poor crop- 
■per and very UBoertain. 

Mr. St. barbe read a paper on hops. Ho 
■said they had been grown in Saanich for 25 
years, and hops from Agassiz had brought 
in London the high price of £409 for 75 cwt.. 
Eng., ofiF six or seven acres, which would 
leave a handsome price for tho producer. 
The rate for shipping waa about l.Jr cents. 
The second year ho claimed should produce 
a crop of 1,2IJ(J lb?., at a coat of 12^. a lb., 
and at the market price of 2u'j. leave a 
handson-.c prolit. The green aphis could bo 
kept down by diligcntspraying with quassia 
chips and eoiip. 

Tlio President then closed with a few 
words on tho welfare of tho eociety, and 
hoping that more members would join.

nowhere else la the appropriation dealt with 
in this way. As to the amount asked, how- 
ever, it had been carefully calculated, 
for tho government do nothing of 
this kind without advice from those 
who are in a position to form a sound 
opinion ; and what they had done was to 
uak for adequate proviaion for the sinking 
fund for tho year. Ho thought they had 
aaked a fair estimate, and that it would bo 
aimply an absurdity to pass thia aly attempt 
at a vote of want of conlidenco. 

IIox. Mr Davie showed that tho amend- 
ment was not in order, aiming as it did to 
increase an appropriation, which oan only 
bo done on the leoommendation of the 
crown. 

Hon-. Mil Beaven held that his motion 
was in order because it did not propose to 
incroaao the appropriation, but simply to 
refer tho resolution back to committee with 
that obj '.ct. 

The tirnAKER aaked what would bo tho 
utility of going into cotrimittec, for aa no 
nienibor of tho government would there 
move in tho direction desired tho committee 
would simply have to rise again. 

Hon. Mu Beave.s then claimed that his 
amendment did not uim at an inoreaso in 
the expenditure, because the full interest 
has to be paid in any event, under the loan 
act. 

The Si'EAKER finally ruled it out of 
order, as something that could only be 
moved by a minister of the crown, 

Hon. Mr. Beavkn— Well, I've done my 
duty; if you take the responsibility of rul- 
ing it out of order— you do what you think 
fitl 

Oa resolution No. 2, respecting tho sink- 
ing fund, Hon. Mr. Beaven moved an 
amendment to the same e£feot, and the 
Speaker repeated his former ruling. 

On resolution No. 9, respecting the salary 
for a miniator of education and immigration, 
Hon. Mr. Beaven argued that the condition 
of public affaira does not justify the pay- 
ment of salary to a fifth miniator; because, 
ho said, tho preaent ministers do not spend 
' one-tenth of their time in attending to 
their public duties," and that " tho preaent 
Attorney-General is almost all tho timo in 
court on private business. " Ho claimed 
that when tho preaent Mr. Juslico Walkem 
was Attorney General ho allowed hia private 
praoticQ to bo altogether neglected. 

Several Voices— No ! No ! 

Hon. Mr. Beavkn proceeded to talk 
about the private aCfiirs of the ministers. 

The Speaker— Will the hon. gentleman 
kindly confine himself to the question. 

Hon, Mr. Beaven objected to having any 
such restriction put upon him, as ho held 
that upon the motion for the second reading 
of these resolutions he had the right to enter 
upon a discusaion ot a general nature. Ho 
hoped that ho would not be further inter- 
rupted and that there would not be a repe- 
tition of the disorders of the other night. 

Sevekal Membebs— Hear, hoar I 

HoK. Mb Beaven proceeded to argue 
against providing a salary which would 
make it possible to appoint a fifth minister, 
when ho thought the house might better 
move in the other direotion, aa three active 
men oould^^o the work. He moved iu 
amendment CD strike out the resolution. 

HoK. Col. Baker said these remarks 
were on a par with those usually heard from 
the hon. gentleman, who said now that 
three ministers are euihcient whereas when 
ho was in ofiicc, and the public business 
waa very much loss than at present, he had 
a larger number. Tho atatemeut ho had 
made that the present miniatera do not give 
one-tenth of their time to their dutica waa 
no doubt intended to mislead the working- 
men occupying the galleries, but their own 
intelligence would tell them that it waa 
absurdly untrue. For hia own part he got 
to hiii ctlico about 10 o'clock every morniog, 
and it waa generally between 4 and 5 o'clock 
before ho could got away, 

Addreaaos were made by Messrs, Brown 
and Scmlin, and tho amendment being then 
put was lost by 9 to 17. 

Ofi resolution No. 26, providing for a 
salory for tho provincial librarian, Hon. Mr. 
Beaven moved to reduce it to e300, but thia 
amendment was loat. 

On resolution No. 50, respecting tho 
museum, Mr. Grant advocated that more 
attention should be paid to this, for the in- 
formation of visitors to the provinoe. 

Oo resolution No. 160, for repaira to gov- 
ernment house, Mr, Grant said he thought 
the time had oome when a better and more 
pretentious building should be provided. 
Mr. Brown said this waa a good suggestion; 
but in tho absence of other funds tho gov- 
ornmcnt might use the deficit for the pur- 
pose. 

Tho remaining items wero read a second 
time without oommeut or division. 

NAKOSP & SLOGAN RAILWAY. 

Hon. Mr. Davie presented a measngo 
from His Honor tho L'.eul onant-Governor 
transmitting tho bill respecting tho Nakusp 
it Slocan railway. Ho announced that tho 
papers in connection with tho matter would 
be immediitoly distributed, with tho excep- 
tion of some orJora-in-council — merely 
formal in their nature— which ho found had 
not beoii included, but would be brought 
down later on. 

LABOR DUREAtT BILL, 

Hon. Mr Davie said with respect to tho 
bill relating to the bureau of labor statistics 
and councils of arbitration and conciliation, 
some timo ago introducud, tho piinoipal 
feature of this new measure proposed to 
mako tho awards of the arbitrators final, 
conclusivo and binding on all parties. Since 
tho bill had boon prepared there had 
been received tho report of the royal com- 
micsion appointed in ICru'land to inquire 
into such a proposition made thoro. Thia 
report he found atrongly condemned tho 
principle which is the main feature of the 
bill. As tho volume contained an immense 
quantity of evidence, it was no light 
task to study it, and until the government 
had an opportunity to fully consider the 
matter ho felt it would bo a very 
bdld step to adopt the principle 
apparently condemned in the mother coun- 
try. It might be, however, that what is the 
best policy in England and throughout 
Europe is not the best here; and. that the 
experience in thla'ooiint^'oE the conditions 
existing between; eipployers and employed 
might make It seem wise to adopt an entirely 
diiTorent plan in British Columbia. He 
could not pronounce definitely on this point 
now, but he considered it would be tho 
height of temerity, under the oiroumBtanoes, 
to go .on with the bill. GoDR«quehtly it is 



not the Intention to proceed with it this 
session. The present statute would, of 
course, remain iu force in tho meantime, and 
oould he ealted into requisition if unfortu- 
nately the occasion arose for so doing. As 
the government are impressed with tho 
impartanco of having all tho information 
possible bearing on the condition hero, as 
well as in England, it is their 
intention to recommend that a com- 
mission issne to take evidence during 
the recess, and to gather all the local in- 
formation titat can be had. With this at 
hand the whole matter oah be brought up 
before the new house, and the government 
of the day ean deal with It intelUghtly, and 
with no lack of information. He thought 
it his duty to make this explanation in 
moving as he now did for the diaoharge of 
the order for the second reading of the bill. 
Motion agreed to. 

PRESCRIPTION OF LIOHT. 

Hon. Mr. Davie moved that tho order 
for tho second reading of tho bill to abolish 
tho right to light by prescription be dis- 
charged. 

Motion agreed to. 

RAILWAY ACT AMENDMENT. 

The house went into committee on the B. 
G. railway act amendment bill, Mr. Adams 

in the chair. 

Mu. Hunter, entering while tho commit- 
tee wero considering tho bill, expressed re- 
gret that it had reached this stage, because 
ho said tho railway act bad been proved un- 
workable, and he had several eniendnients 
to make. 

HoN; Mr Davie pointed out that the 
amendmonta provided for in this bill do not 
afi'eot the working of the act, but refer only 
to the registration of mortgages. Ho sug 
gested that it should ba paased through 
committee now, and tho committee could 
aak leave to sit again. 

Bill accordingly reported. 

I'ETITION. 

Mr Keith preaented a petition from 
Thos. Harvey, ot Nunaimo, respecting the 
pharmaceutical association. 

private mu3. 

Tho Victoria, Vancouver ond Weatmin- 
ator railway bill {Mr. Booth) waa reported 
from committee, read a third time and 
passed. 

Tho Great Western Telegraph bill (Mr. 
Eberts), and the B. C. Southern railway 
bill (Mr. Smith) were read a second time, 
and set for committee to.-morrow. 

cariboo railway. 

Dr Watt moved tho second reading of 
tho Cariboo railway bill, whioh extends tho 
time for commencing and completing the 
work and alters the name from "Ashoroft 
and Cariboo " as formerly. 

Mr. Semlin said he did not wish to op- 
pear aa opposing tho road, but tho house had 
not bcon informed whether tho parties 
holding tho charter had done anything oven 
to determine the route. 

Mr Adams spoke of tho disoontont in 
Cariboo beoauae of the delay iu tho matter 
of this road, oud aaid that while ho would 
support tho preaent bill it would not bo 
with very good grace. 

Mr. Se.mlin pointed out that the bill pro- 
posed to transfer to the now corporation all 
the rights and privilegea enjoyed by the old 
one, including tho land grant, which ho 
thought called for very serious considera- 
tion. 

Hon. Mb. Davie said that the govem- 
meut are aiixioua to see the line constructed. 
There had been correspondenoe npon the 
subject, and an intimation that if the 
provinoe would grant ?.30,0O0 a year for 30 
years, and a land grant of 0,000 acres a mile, 
in alternate blocks along tho route, the road 
might be financed. Regarding the land 
grant, some 2,000,000 acres, a provision that 
a policy of administration os favorable to 
settlement as that of the government would 
protect tho intereata of tho public, 

Hon Mr Beaven moved the adjourn- 
ment of the debate. 

The house adjourned at G p.m.

Tho following coniinunications %vero re- 
ported by City Clerk Dawlor since tho last 
regular meeting : 

Referred to Street Committee: A. C. 
West and twelve others — requesting that a 
four-foot sidewalk be laid on tho west side 
of Curr street, from Niagara street to 
Diillas road. 

' D. MoNauRhton and sixty others— desir- 
ing that a four*foot sidewalk be laid 
Edmonton road, from Fernwood to Rich- 
mond road. 

Referred to Skwebaob Committee: 
W. P. Winsby— oalliQg attention to the 
diversion from iis natural eourse of (he 
water from the spring, Spring Ridge, by the 
construotiou nf the fcurfaoe drain, and ob- 
jeo'inK to proh dlvereion. 

K Crn.v BiikiT, secretary of tho Victoria 
K lie L ijhtCu , wrote stating that his 
CO. I paiiy were prepared to make an oflfer for 
tlii- ligh i'lg of the oily 

0. I'. Diip.iar, on btihiilf (if the street oar 
coii'ljAiiy, mbniiitfd a tender for tho liglit- 
iiii; ul the city by arc Imnin lu O.io same 
ciic.iHo pD.vtr iiH at pri'-'ieiit. Provided tlmt 
not, lead lliau 'J'lO lamps are required, tho 
coiiip.ny would kunply aud maintain tho 
simo ami kefp ttieiii lighted during tho 
usuiilhiura at §9 00 per lamp per month, 
tho lanipa to bo placed at such points as the 
city miuUl direct, but that there should not 
be less than 'fn lamjis per mile of wire. 
For each additional lamp over 200 and up 
to 300 tho charge would bo $9 25 per lamp 
per month, and over 300 S9 per lamp. 

C. W. R Thomson, on behalf of tho Vio- 
toria Gas company, tendered for the light- 
ing of the city by gas. The company offered 
measured gas of 18 candle power at §1 per 
1,000 cubic feet for not less than 200 street 
lamps, the city to furnish pillars and lamps, 
coat of erecting, lighting, eztinguibhing, 
cleaning and repairing. It was estimated 
that from Cook street to the water front, 
including James Bay, about 300 lamps 
would be required, and eBtimutiog this on a 
3,000 hour basis, the oost would be §21 por 
lump of 18 c. p., inolading lighting, ex- 
tinguishing, etc. For 300 nigh power re- 
generativQ eas lamps of 2o0 c, p- each, StiO. 
In case tho gas company have not a gas 
main on a strsot where lamps ate rrquired, 
the company would undertake to lay such 
main, provided at least throo lamps were 
used ou each line of each block. The esti- 
mated cost of single jet lamps would not ex 
ceed $20 erected, complete, and of a 250 o p. 
lamp, §50. 

AIjD. Harkis moved that thoy bo re- 
ferred to the Electric Light committee to 
report, but Aid, Munn suggested a special 
meeting of the council, as the subject was 
one which the committee could scarcely 
deal with, besides which it waa essential 
that the whole board should be conversant 
with the subject. He moved accordingly, 
and Aid, Harris agreeing, it was bo re 
solved. 

A. J. Dallain, seoretary of the James Bay 
Athletic association, wrote asking if tho 
counoil bad named a date to decide upon 
the form the celebration this year of the 

annivcrsi>ry of tho Queen's birthday should 
take. 

Ald. Mu^•^■ thought that, in view of tho 
number of people passing through to tho ,San 
Francisco fair, this year would bo particu- 
larly auspicious for a celebration, lie was 
of opinion that this was a good timo lo 
movo in tho matter. 

The communication was laid over to 
enable hia worship and tho aldermen to 
talk tho matter over. 

Mra. A. E, B. -Uivio and other ladies 
wrote endorsing the intention of the Coun- 
oil in founding a homo for destitute peraono, 
and euggeatiog that tho management of the 
iustitntioD be placed in the hunda of tho 
Siatera of Charity, who receive no remuner- 
ation for their services, and also stipulating 
that there would be DO interference with the 
religious opinions of ttie inmates. 

The matter was laid over for a few days, 

A commnnioation was received with refer- 
ence to closer communication between Port 
Angeiea and Victoria and urging tho Coun- 
cil to co-operate with Port Angeles in ob- 
tiining a remission of tho pilotage dues. 
Aa tho mutter bus already been dealt with 
by the (liina deinp remiitcd, it will not be 
neceasury to uct further. 

J. S. Vates wrote with reference to an in- 
terview between tlio Couucil and directors 
of the Jubilee hoapital, with a view to 
devising some means of assisting tho 
hospital. His Worship was authorised to 
name a tinio to confer with the management 
of the hospital. 

W. C. I'opo, clerk of the Police Commis- 
sioners, wrote stating that the commission- 
ers consider tho present number of police 
absolutely necessary. The letter was re- 
ceived and filed. 

The secretary of the School Board replied 
to the Council's oonimunioation with regard 
to economy, as reported at Saturday's 
meeting. 

Ald. Baker thought this very plain 
language, and it seemed to him there mijjht 
bo some reduction made, fur instance In the 
repairs to buildinga. Ho thought the 
Rooner the people knew how much it coat 
thu city to run tho schools tho batter. 

Mr. Ciulylo and others stated in a letter 
that I licy believed it was the intention to 
lay tho lino of the V. & S. railway on trestle 

M feet high. 

His Wult-Siiii' said tho counoil laat your 
uccfpled the lino as proposed by tlio com- 
puny, and it waa sot out in the plans in llio 
Eogiiieer'a olliao. Tlitao plans alio showed 
tho treutle. 

Ald Bakeu was of tho opinion that 
these people had a grievanoe, and thought 
there might be some alteration in the way 



of changing the grades. He would like the 
council to exi«mine this street, and alao.havc 
the city engineer inspect the street with'tbis 
end in view. It) was de'oided' to' do' this, 
and His Worship appointed thU afternoon 
at two o'clock for ibo council to go out, 

Ald. Harris' motion with reference to 
designating tho' nionumiints, determining 
centre and side lines of atrtiets, was put and 
carried. . ~ " >. 

The Finance oomintttee' reported -oh' ' the 
disbureemcnts of the.wefk.for the diiforcnt 
branches of the oivio service, .The. commit- 
teo aUo recommended tho appropriation of 
31,600 out of the surface dmia fund for 
workin Violcria West, 

The Street conimittco reported on various 
matters referred to them fur investigation. 

Chief Ucasy wrote, objootiug to any pro- 
posed reduction in the salaries of permanent 
men ou thu department, and aubmittiog 
several reasons why such a step would havo 
a detrimental ell cot on tho eUiclency of tho 
service. 

Tho Council then went into committee on 
the estimates. 

Ald. Ml'.N.N' was tlio first to apply tho axe, 
at tho remuneration of tho Mayor and Coun- 
cil. It would bo rather ungraoioua to make 
reductions in all other branches and not in 
that of tho Moyor and Council, Ho moved, 
therefore, that a reduction of 10 per cent, 
be made 

Ald, Harkis was not in favor of reducing 
the Mayor's salary. 

His Wokship was willing to take tho 
aime course aa othcra. 

Ald. Keith Wilio.n suggested tlmt tho 
board be taken in tho same ratio as tho 
other aalarica, although tho aldermanio aal- 
ariea would not come under tho general out. 

Ald. Baker concurred in this, but Aid. 
Ledingham warmly oppcsjJ tho roduotiou 
of salaries, especially iu tho fire department, 
whioh was one of tho most important 
branohea of the city aervico. He went into 
partioulars of numerous "ways whereby the 
men of tho staff saved the oity hundreds if 
not thousands of dollars a year by their in- 
genuity in devising contrivances for tho 
harness, the apparatus and the general ser- 
vice. It would not do to out this branch. 
As to tho Miiyor and aldermen, he did not 
BOO this either; tho Mayor's business was 
cut up for perhaps only a year, and as for 
tho aldermen, it waa only a matter of pat- 
riotism suggesting their being cut. 

After Homo diacueaiou Aid. ICeith-Wil- 
son's motion was put and tho Mayor's 
salary was reduced 15 per cent, and the 
aldermen 7-i, 

Oil motion of Ald DwYUit that no salaries 
of l?UO and under should be touciied, a quos- 
tiou arose as to whether the paaaage of auch 
a. motion would not alFtot tho entire by-law, 
and besides being out of order in committee 
would upset the calculations arrived at in 
the estimatca. It was eventually decided 
to proceed with tho cousideralion of tho by- 
law. 

On reaching tho Fire department, it was 
found that in several cases cuts hud bacu 
made on $C0 aalaries, but it was decided to 
allow these to remain without reduction. 

The committee rose, reported the by-law 
with umendmeate and asked letive to sit 
again. 

The Counoil adjourned at half-past ten
